On July 30, 1999, the Hendron Water District (“Hendron District”) applied to the 
Public Service Commission for the reappointment of Mr. Bob Dreher to its Board of 
Commissioners. Enclosed is a copy of this application. 

In support of its application, Hendron District referred to KRS 74.020(4) that 
provides: 

Vacancies [to a water district’s board of commissioners] shall 
be filled by the same appointing authority which is 
empowered to make the original appointment. Vacancies 
resulting from cause other than expiration of the term shall 
be filled for the unexpired term only. Notwithstanding the 
provisions of KRS 67.710, a vacancy resulting from the 
expiration of a term shall be filled by the Public Service 
Commission if, within ninety (90) days following the 
expiration of the term, the vacancy has not been filled 
by the appropriate county judgelexecutive with approval 
of the fiscal court. 

As Mr. Dreher’s current term as a commissioner expired on March 31, 1999, and no 
successor had been appointed and approved, KRS 74.020(4) authorizes the Public 
Service Commission to make the requested appointment.
